yond this chanihcr. The present troublcH 
not due to the e.vpunsion of the Em- 
lilre, lint to miscalculations nuide in 1SS1 
and l.KSl. Oiir forefathers were not dis- 
ouragcd by bad hegiuuiligs and we 
honld follow their e.\umple and not be 
cast down. The government i.s eonvinc- 
<'d now, as they always have been, that 
liie issue will be b.voii,ght to a successful 
conclusion, I do not tliink any advantage 
is to bo gained from taking a gloomv 
view.

On the 
other hand Hon. R. W. Scott, secruliiry 
III' r:t!U(> for Uaiuuhl, in presenting the 
view;, of !he iii'iv\ council suys: "I have 
.11 ilu! .sauu' lime to observe that . . . 
ihero laii be no doubt that an arrnnge- 
iiieiit was coiiL-ludod and acted upon witli 
respect to the appointment and salaries 
of the couiity court judges which, in 
Kood faith, should bu carried out, and to 
request tliat the salarioa •withheld be re- 
stored." 

The report of the privy council i.i ao 
follows: 

Extract from a lloport of the Committee 
of the Honorable the Privy Council, 
approved by His Excellency on the 
13th June, 1899. 
On ft report, dated 1st JuaCf 1890, from 
the Minister of Justice, statins that by a 
memorial dated 2Sth Xoveniber, 189S, the 
county court judgiti of Hritisli Coliiiiiliia 
represented to Your Exeelk'uc.v lliat tlie 
provincial government liail intiinated to 
them that the salary of .fiiUO a .\ear, 
theretofore paid to each of llieni by the 
province, would cease after ."idtli .Novem- 
ber. 1S98. 

They culled attonlioii to the fact that 
in 18S9, after a eoiisiilefahle ilismirtsioii 
between Jir. Dewdney, reprenentiiin the 
Dominion goveraineiit, and Mr. Uobson, 
representing the provincial government, it 
wa sarranged that each county court 
.iudge should, on appointment, receive a 
salary of $2,400 per annmii from the Do- 
minion government, ami that the f,'Overn- 
niout of the province shiiiild siipplenient 
that salary by $500 in con.sideration of 
each judge acting also as stipendiary 
magistrate, and they pointed out that Mr. 
Itobson, on behalf' of the province, had 
stated at the time that $2,900 was the 
lowest salary at wlilch it would he pos- 
sible to secure the services of competent 
men. The judges stated further that a 
.salary of $2,400 per annum was far 
from being adequate for the services ren- 
ilt>red, having regard to the jurisdiction 
which they possessed, and they expressed 
I ho hope that steps would bo taken to re- 
pair tlie low) which would be inflicted 
upon them by the proponed action of the 
jiroviuco, and to secure the full amount 
of their salary as agreed upon. 

The minister observes thai, iu pui'sn- 
auce of the minute of council, apiiroveii 
-ijrd January, ISO!), this niemoranduin 
was communicated to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Britisli Columbia for his re- 
port. On Kith February, 1S09, the I..ieu- 
tenant-Goveriior transmitted to the Sec- 
rotary of State an niiproveil roiiorl of tiie 
-Mtorney-Gcneral of the province upon 
I lie memorial of the county court judges. 

The mininter submilw herewith copy of 
Ihe said report of the Attorney-General, 
from whi<:h it apjiears that the govern- 
ment of the province understaiul that a 
claim is made by the county court judges 
that an arrangi!nienl exists between Your 
Excellency's government and the Pro- 
vincial government by which the latter 
feovemroent ought to supplement the sal- 
aries' of the judg«s. It is stated, how- 
evor, that no such, arrangement bos been 
made or proposed, and this Is sought to 
be established by reference to the cor- 
respondence, by which, it is stated, the 
provincinl government pointed out that 
the salarie« which the Dominion govern- 
ment proposed to pay were not adequate | 
for tlie province of British Columbia; 



offer, which resulted in the contract, had 
been made voluntarily. 

The minister further observes that, the 
Attorney-General states that there ap- 
pears to be no reason why, in the inter- 
est of the province, tlie payments hereto- 
fore made to tlie judges should he con- 
tinued. If, in the opinion of the. present 
provincial government, competent jndgca 
for the county courts may now be secur- 
ed at a salary of $2,400, this remark of 
the Attorney-General may hold so far 
as the future is concerned, but as to the 
present judges, good faith requires that 
the payments should be continued. They 
accepted ofUce upon the assurance that 
they would receive an ailowance of $500 
per aiiuuni from the province iu addition 
to the salary paid by the Dominion, and, 
as it appears, iu the opinion oC the pro- 
vincial government of the time, it was 
neco.'^ary to give that assurance in or- 
der to obtain competent men for the of- 
Jieo. 

The minister further siibiuils llial there 
can be no doubt as to the iiieauing and 
object of the nieiiiorial addressed to Your 
Kxcellency by the county ruurt judges. 
They state the circninstances fairly and 
eomiilain that they are now deprived of 
an allowance from the province which 
thev have hitherto received, and which 
liny were eiilitleil ui exiu'ci would be 
eonlinned, liaviii- regard lo llie circuni- 
stanccri alti'iKlaiit upon their appointment 
to olilce. While tlie judges would doubt- 
less be t^atisiicd to have their previous 
salary uuiintained, from whatever source 
the moneys were paid, it is clear from 
the correspondence to which they refer 
that the obligation does not rest with 
Your ExceWeiicy to supply the allowance 
which is being withheld by the province. 

They seek, properly enough under thi? 
circumstances, the friendly ofllces of 
Youi' Excellency for the purpose of hav- 
ing the ugrecuiunt between the Dominion 
and the Province carried out; but there 
in, in the opinion of the minister, no roiun 
for misapprehending the claim set up by 
the memorial that the government of the 
IMovince should continue to mal;e the 
payments as heretofore. 

'J'lirning now to the evidence iu su])- 
port of the arrangement between the two 
governmenis other than that which ap- 
pears upon I he Attorney-tieneral's re- 
liort. it appears that in 1S,S:! Sir .\lex- 
ander Campbell, then Miniister of .lustice, 
was authorii^ed by the govenimcnl or 
Canada to visit British Colnuiliia and 
make arrangements relativi- to the var- 
iouri iioints then remaining unsetth-d be- 
tween the governments; that iu pursu- 
ance of such authority he visited the 
province and had negotiations with the 
provincial government. One of the sub- 
jects engaging the attention of Sir Alex- 
ander Campbell and the provincial gov- 
ernment at the time was that of county 
court jurisdietiou, and it vftfi arranged 
that an officer should be appointed, who 
should 'be at the same time coiuity court 
judge and stipendiary magistrate for 
Cariboo and Lillooct, the Domiiuou gov- 
ernment paying his (salary as judge, and 
the province paying liis salary as stipeii- 
iliarv magistrate. ^Vith his report of 
25111 September, 1SS;5, to His lOxcellcncy 
the Maniuirt of Lome, then Goveriior- 
(icneral of Canada, Sir Alexander ('amii- 
bell submitted a meinoriuiduni dated 2(»tli 
August, ISSo, iMubodying the agreement 
between the two governments. This 
agreement is signed by Sir .Vlexander 
Campbell and by .Mr. Sniithe, then Prem- 
ier of the province, and staler; upon the 
subject of the judiciary as follows: 

"A county court jiulge shall be appoint- 
ed by the Dominion government for the 
district of Cariboo and Lillooet, at a sal- 
ary of twenty-four hundred dollars, anil 
he" shall receive from tlie local govern- 
ment the appointment of stipendiary mag- 
istrate, at a salary of live hundreil dol- 
lars, legislative authority for this arrange- 
ment if necestiary, and for the payment 
of the judge, to besought for." Then 
follows a statement that the agreement 
includes all matters as to which there 
is auy dispute or difference between Uie 
two governments, and when carried into 
effect will constitute a full settlement of 



and received salaries from the Dominion 
and from the I'rovince in accordance 
with the agreement. Judge Forin also 
was appointed stipendiary magistrate by 
tlie provincial government at the time of 
his receiving his Dominion appointment 
as coimty court judge, and he also re- 
ceived salary from both sources.' The 
eoiumissions of ^tU^se. seutlemen as 
stipendiary magistrates still remain in 
force, although the provincial salary has 
been withhold. 

The minister further observes that 
there can be no doubt, therefore, that 
an arrangement was concluded and 
acted upon with respect to the appoiut- 
inent and salaries of the county court 
judges, which in honor and good faith 
should be respected and upheld; and, 
inasmuch as the Dominion government 
of the time was a party to that nrrange- 
nieiit, he, the minister, considers that 
Your Excellency's goverumeut ought to 
urge upon the provincial government as 
strongly as jiossible the propriety of con- 
tinuing the payments iu nuestiou. 

The minister therefore recommouds 
that a copy of this minute, if approved, 
be transmitted to the Lieuteuant-Qover 
nor of Kritish Columbia for the informn 
tiou of his goverumeut, with a request 
that, for the reasons herein stated, the 
salaries withheld be restored.

Kveryone knows about the Viear of 
Bray, who so closely resembltMl the I'jiit- 
etl Stales ollice holder win. delie,! any 
.'idniinistral ion to rhange ipiii-ker t!iau hi' 
could. Mr. Sendin is emulating these 
distinguished individuals. A few we. kt^ 
ago, after mature deliberatinu, he n-ach 
eil the conclu.'ion that the law exclndiug 
aliens from onr ])laci'rs should he eon- 
tinned, with an amendment permitiing 
aliens to purchase placers. He feared to 
try any such half measure and now 
wants the law repealed, lie was also 
convinced that the only change in the re- 
liresenlalion of the lumsc needed was a 
new uuMulier for Ihi' r>onnilar\ district 
but Mr. ,Ioseph Martin has frightened 
him into a general redistribution bill. 
What he will next be seared into doing 
can only he surmised. He is no longer 
leader of thi' housi>, the legiislation of the 
country or the ministry. He is like a 
shipwrecked sailor, clinging to the spai 
orofflce, and praying that some favorable 
tide may carry him into a safe hurbor. 

PARTIES AND PAPERS. 

The Times says: " It is about time 
that 'parties' realized that they do not 
own the newspapers; also that their 
obligations to the newspapers are in- 
linitely greater than the obligations of 
the nowspapc^rs to the parties.' " The 
history of newspapers in (^anada shows 
liow very true this is. A newspaper is, 
or at least it ought to be, conducted on 
the same linos as any other business 
enterprise. Its revenue comes from two 
sources— the sales of its issues aud the 
sales of its advertising space. The acci- 
dental sources of income which politics 
may create cannot be taken Into account, 
tirst because of their uncertainty, and 
next because the paper usually gives 
more than value received, not iu a moral 
but in the simple dollars-and-cents way. 
In order to obtain a revenue from a 
newspaper, it is necessary to produce 
one that the people will read, and the 
experience of Canadian newspapers is 
that their circulation is in inverse pro- 
portion to their political partizanship. 

The influence of " parties " in the 
conduct of newspapers is almost always 
productive of barm. On,! of the most 
irksome duties of an editor is to rcfu.se 
to do things, which extreme party inen 
wish done. Hardly a week passes that 
some one does not want something 
printed, which he would not dare say 
himself, and when it is not said, he gets 
in a rage about it. Yet the editor wotdd 
have to take all the responsibility of say- 
it, althougli it might land biin in 
prison or subject the |iaper to be 
mulcte<l in damages. This has been 
particularly the i.'ase, so far as the Co )- 
nist is concerned, in connection with the 
administration of the Yukon. The paper 
and every one connected with it have 
been abused for not printing things, 
which its informant was unwilling to 
have his own name connected with. 
" I've u great thing on So-and-So,'' a 
caller will say, and forthwith ho will 
proceed to relate sometbing that is start- 
ling eiu)Ugli. " Can yon prove this',''" In.' 
will be asked, and ho. will answer that 
he can. " May we use your name as 
iiuthority?" he will be asked, and his 
reply will be in the nature of a vigorous 
protest. He cannot afford lo have his 
name mixed up with nnitters of that 
kind. Then when he is told to produce 
his proof and the paper will make the 
stal(-ment on its own responsibility, he 
grows indignant and says be thought 
the Colonist was a Conservative paper. 
This sort of thing has happened a dozen 
times." ' 

lint this is not all. The "party" 
licrsnades the pa|ior to take a certain 
stand on a public ,inestion or in relation 
to a public inilividual, .-iml then arises in 
its place in tlie hause and utterly repu- 
diates the paper's action. The " party " 
urges the paper to engage In personal 
attacks upon opponents, and then suncti- 
nn)niously deprecates personalitic^s. This 
is true of Liberals- ns well as Conserva- 
tives, of government as well as opposi- 
tion in all parts of the Dominion. There 
is scarcely a newspaper editor in tbi- 
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world who docs not hate personal jour- 
nalism, but the majority of them are 
forced into it ;by " party " pressure. 

.Tust ii word in conclusion as to the 
average newspaper man. Ho is an inili- 
vidual who is thoroughly conscientious 
iu the discharge of what ho believes to 
bej'btsiduty to , his. employers. This fre- 
quen'tly compels hini' to do things which 
he would prefer not to do. Wc know 
an imiiressiou prevails that the persoinil 
feelings of newspaper men crop up in 
every paragraph. If those who entertain 
it could hoar the consultations between 
the members of a newspaper staff as to 
huw a subject shotdd be treated, be 
would bo simply amazed to learn how 
often the only effort is to ascertain just 
what it is right to do. Mistakes arc 
frequently mudo. The lawyer can 
hlaiuc his mistakes upou a' dull-witted 
judge or a perverse jury. The physician 
can bury his iu the ground. The mer- 
chant can charge his up to profit and 
loss. The mechanic can correct his. 
But the newsi)aper man's mistakes once 
nu'.do cannot be recalled. He must de- 
cide (luickly what to say on a score of 
subjects in a few hours aud then pre- 
pare his copy. Then some fellow, who 
by some accident happens to think, gets 
hold of an idea. Perhaps it is only a 
recollection of something he read in a 
paper months before. Then ho Watches 
the paper the next morinng to see if the 
editor tiiought of it, and if he did m)t. 
he [irocceds lo proclaim to the world 
thai the editor Is — well.

The Uosselle estate, ac- 
cording to Mr. Owillin, was a tronhlc- 
sonie one' to ileal with and be thinks he 
ought to lie paid for his trouble. Will 
Mr. Semplc or some one else suggest a 
reason why he ought not to he?

sold the mules that are to be shipped on 
the Victorious, and he was off aboard 
the ship yesterday afternoon making the 
arrangements for their delivery to the 
captaiu. McCullough said that the 
mules b.ad been sold to a big English 
syndicate, which he understood was to 
use them on big sugar plantations re- 
cently started in the South Sea islands. 
He has been engaged in shipjiing mules 
to Hawaii for many months, and found 
(he business prolitable.

I'lliO rs AND PILOTAGE. 
To ibe Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir,— I v;ish to send you a few lines re 
pdots and pilotage. I have been inform- 
ed on most reliable authority that the 
inlot who was in charge of the steamer 
.Miami has been exonerated from all 
hlame by the pilot commissioners of Na- 
luiimo, in which district the disaster oc- 
curred, because, mark you, the admiralty 
chart was incorrect. 

What lias a pilot, I may ask, got to do 
with juimiralty cdiariti'? I answer, and 
hundreds of .sliipmiisters will echo the 
same, nothing. A shi|nnaslcr engages a 
pilot for his siiiiposed local knowledge of 
the waters over which his license ex- 
tends, till the t^hoals, rocks and other dan- 
gers he is siipposiMl lo know. If he docs 
not possess this knowledge, the engage- 
ment of him by a shipmaster, to ansist 
the latter in the onerous duties of navi- 
gating liirt ves.^id, is a delusion and a 
fnare. A shipmaster can navigate his 
vessel by the (diart, perhaps much better 
than any idiot, ami should he, the shi))- 
master be led astray by such a guide lie- 
ing in('orre(.'t, he litis :i right to complain, 
hut for a pilot to make uwe of such an 
cxcusi>, is an aiioiii;ily I cannot under- 
t^tand. 

Seeiiif,' -what enormous incomt^s Iht' li- 
censed pilots for r.ritish Coliimlda waters 
are drawing from the heavy ])ilot:i;;e 
l.axes, imposed on the shippiii}; visiting 
those waters, surely the pilot commirision- 
crs of Nanaimo, Vancouver and Victoria, 
conld nmintain a miitnble vessel lo ex-

Enthusiastic Meeting in tiie City 
Hall Passes Strong 
Resolutions. 



Spfendld Arguments in Favor 
of the Immediate Constuct* 
ion of tiie Line.

luBt cveninK thert! wns u fairly eood at- 
tendance at the public meeting in the 
city hall to discuss the project ot a rail- 
way to tlie north eiul^ot the iHlaiui; ami 
auythin;; the int'etiuj; lacked iu iiumlier 
was made up iu euthusiasui. The 
speeches were good, and much valuable 
information was gleaned regarding the 
groat rosouTLVS ot Vancouver isliuid. A 
oouiuiitteo iif tifleeii was iiiipniiitiHl to 
press the mutter, and tlie a^'itatiou for 
construction of tlio road will be con- 
tinued with vigor. 

Jlayor llay«;ird occupied the chair, 
A. (!. Mc("audlcss being appointed sec- 
retary. His Worsliip said that the ob- 
ject of the meeting .should meet with the 
hearty approval ot the citizens generally. 
All tie Coast cities would benefit by the 
construction of the road, and he thouKht 
they should be asked to co-operate. Vic- 
toria would derive immediate and grwit 
benefit If the road were built. He 
thouglit this a most opportune time to 
press for aid from the l>ou)inion govern- 
ment. British Columbia had long been 
neglected, and an effort .should be nuide 
to get a measnri' of justice. The Mayor 
read a telegram he had just received 
from Col. Prior, ^^■ho hud evidently 
noticed in the press that a meetini,' was 
to lie held. Col. Prior wired saying' he 
wns with tlie citizens heart and soul in 
the agitation for a railway to the north, 
and trusted Victoria would show faith 
. iu the future by urging it.s ('oustruction. 
A letter of regret at not being able to be 
present was road from li. D. Ilelmcken, 
M. P. P., who mentioned that he has 
already notilied the government that he 
will take action towards Kettiuf; govern- 
mental assistance this session. The 
JIayor called upon Mr. C. II. Lugria as 
the first speaker. 

Mr. Lugrin did not know that he wns 
the proper person to start the ball roll- 
ing, but as he bad been called upon he 
would open the debate. He had been 
asked how the meeting came to be called. 
He really did not know. He bad no 
knowledge that anyone with a scheme 
on wns behind the movement, Abou* 
a year ago he had learned from Ottawa 
. that a request for a subsidy had been 
made for such a railway, and had re- 
ceived favorable considoration. On this 
he started writing articles in the Colo- 
nist in favor of tlie building of the lino. 
The Times took it up and it has been 
discussed off and on ever since. A.s far 
as he could learn the public meeting was 
a siiontaneous iiioveiiieiit on tlie part of 
tlio people, and not in the interest of any 
promoters. As to the railway itself and 
tlio feasibility of its construction, there 
were two notices in the Gazette now 
asking for charters. One gentleman 
from Montana when here last summer 
talked the matter over with hiiu, and 
asked him for full details, which ho in- 
tended to submit to some very powerful 
American capitalists, so taken nj) with 
the scheme was he. He prepared the 
data,^ and .there was little doubt but that 
capitali^te' were competent to undertake 
the 'task of constructing the line. But 
we should not wait. AVe know how 
needful ,is the road, and should press 
upon- the government the necessity of 
advancing sufflciont aid to secure its 
construction. 

Mr. Lugrin then cited at length the 
many advantages and resources of Van- 
couver island. It was only a very little 
smaller than Nova 'Scotia, possessing an 
area of 18,000 squure miles to Nova 
Scotia'e 20,000. In the latter there are 
•ti50,000 iieople and only one-tenth that 
miinber on Vsncouver island. Some 
say Nova Scotia is a better country for 
liopulution, but the disparity is not so 
great us some would iiiia>;ini'. The speak- 
er then entered into a comparison of the 
resources of the two, hhowin^' coiiclusive- 
iy that this islaiul it; cupalile of sustain- 
ing a great population. The proposed 
railway was to oijcn up the island, lie 
would like to ask if there (Mjuld lie any 
two opinions about tlu^ desirability of 
doing that— whether it was wise to work 
for the openin;? up of l(i,OUO sipiare miles 
of country with great natural resources? 
Why, such a country would be worth 
opening uii if the rest ot North America 
wuH swallowed up by the oceiuis! CAp- 
-plause.J 

Assuming that the road would be built, 
there would, as a iiiattiT of course, bi; 
numerous braiicli lines built and thus 
make every .section of the island directly 
accessible. Mr. Gray in his report had 
stated that there were large areas of 
good agricultural land in the interior. 
Some question had been taised as to the 
desirability of connecting with the E. & 
N. railway nt Wellington. He knew ^Ir. 
Dunsmuir would lend eery possible aid 
to the scheme, ond no doubt a favorable 
arraiigeraent could be made witli the E. 
& N. Company for a connection. The 
linilding of the road would, it was con- 
t(!nded, be of advantage to Vancouver. 
Well, so it would, but Victorians must 
be prepared to compete with their neigh-

.States. Dr. Uelmcken biiil advocated the 
island road years ago, and he was glaJ 
to see him present. Wc should agitato 
for the rond— -"agitate, agitate, agitate." 
(Applause.) 

Hon. J. S. Helmckcn was the next speak- 
er. Altliougli ho signed the reipilsltlon he 
laid iu> Idea as to who wa.H behind the 
sehcnie. From 1S80 to 1889 ho published a 
series of letters advocutlns the scheino and 
tile Kovernnieiit iiiihllslied them with the 
sessional papers of 18S!). Tile late llobt. 
Dunsmuir favored the scheme, and every- 
thliif; looked favnrahle until the Itrltlsh 
Pacllle nilhvay scheme caaie up; tlii'ii at- 
tention was diverted. liiit with Mr. Iliiiis- 
mulr's death. iiit3rest ceased. Ilinl lii' 
lived something woulil muluabtedly have 
been accomiillshed. He was a good friend 
of Victoria. (Applause.) With tlie Klon- 
dike exelteiiieiit laterest was removed 
aRnhi, ami he brouKbt the subject before 
the board of trade, but nothing was done', 
the board passing a resolution against ll.

It was splendidly uitlliiti'd; hut It has not 
niad(.' the progress which It alionld have 
done. Why has Vancouver progressed bo 
rapidly'/ Heeause It Is a railway terminus. 
(Hear, hear.) That being so. It hecomcB u» 
to consider how Victoria can be made n 
railway centr('. Ko then, this proposal to 
extend the road to tbe North Is one wblcls 
all should work for. Vancouver would no 
donbt Join heartily In the matter, as Jt 
would bonellt to some extent. And unless 
wc get the co-operation of tlie other cities 
we cannot get the necessary ■ subsidies 
from the government. Wc had long been 
neglected by the government and there is 
need for a change. Vlgorttus action Is 
needed. The people of the Bast are very 
apathetic and will look with disfavor on a 
proposition to sijend money In the West. 
Hard work must be done. He had great 
pleasure In moving the resolution, which 
hoped wyiild have some effect. 
The resolution was seconded by II. Ciith- 
bert, who had never heard more business- 
like speeches than be did at that meeting. 
This he thought argued well for the success 
ot the scheme. Public nieetlngs were all 
very well— he had seiHi miuiy ot them; nml 
In a majority of cases they were of lltih- 
avail In accompllBhlng anything. He hoped 
the committee ot ir> would meet with bet- 
ter success and carry the scheme to con- 
summation. He knew something of the 
development ot Vancouver Island, nnd Vic- 
torians have not .vet realized how great 
were the mineral possibilities. We have n 
good copper mine within GO miles of us nl- 
ready, nnd there were other numerous vnl- 
uablo properties. Tho rough trip had de- 
terred many from going to the West Coast 
to examine the properties, and the Island 
road would obviate that difficulty, which 
as a most surlous one. He had long been 
an advocate of the propo.slllou. Victoria's 
greatest need wns to appreciate the great 
resources of the Island. We should bend 
our energies to Hie development of what 
we have— not strive to get that beyond our 
grasp. (Applause.) Vancouver has an nd- 
Viintage, but we liave pull with city iu 
the matter of i-llmali' and residential ad- 
vantages. Ibiougli had not been made ot 
the latter. 

Mr. liUgrln moved a vote of thanks to the 
M.iyor and asked that His Worship be 
appointed to the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Lugrin then read the latest war news 
received by the Colonist, and with throe 
cheers for "Llttb> Itohs," nnd the Quccn' 
the gathering dispersed.

(Queensland iniide her ofTer, and it was 
not until thi! middle of October that Can- 
ada — being the eleventh on the list — was 
heard from. Sir ("harles Tupper told 
how he had telegraphed 1o the Premier 
urging the government to do something, 
and promining the undivided support of 
tho opposition in whatever action was 
taken by Canada to assist in maintaining 
the supremacy of Great Britain in Soutli 
Africa. He ridiculed the vacilating 
policy of the gOTemment, which one dny 
declared thai it could not do anything 
without the authority of parliament, and 
then within ten days thereafter without 
parliamentary authority, and in direct 
contradiction to the doctrine the Premier 
had so recently laid down, decided to 
send one thousand men to the Cape. Sir 
"Wilfrid endeavored to sliow that the gov- 
ernment had acted both promptly and 
consistently, but he woefully failed. 
DIRSEXSrON OF THE CARIXET. 
His ])lea lliat the goveriiuienl were 
nnaniniotis 'U])on this matter was met 
with the dixnimeiilar.v evidence that nil 
the time the preparations for the contin- 
gent were being made, and the discussion 
in the newspapers yraa going on, . Mr. 
Tarto hy his spccdies hnd writings' 'vvas 
omleavoring to frustrate: the efforts of the 
Cnnadinn people to secure adequate : re- 
presentation with,. : the'-' Britifih arins in 
South ATrica. The reading of these 
Kpeeelus and editorials astonished a good 
luaii.v members of the hon.so who hail not 
previously seen them, and they will go 
on record against Mr. Tarte for al! time 
to come. Endeavor as the Premier did 
to the befit of liis ability to offset them by 
ini)iortiiig other issues into the debate it 
will he inipos^'^ilyle to convinci^ the coun- 
try that: tho Minister of Public \Vork-s, 
at ,'1 critical iieriod in the history of the 
I'jinpire, was otherwise than in oiiiiosition 
to liie reiidoriiig of assistance hy Canada 
to tlie Mother Country. Mr. Foster's 
speech was a masterpiooe. In fact, it is 



admitted by many who heard It to be one 
of the most powerful addresses deli-verea 
within the wails of the parliament. He 
nuotod chapter and verse from tlie official 
correspondPEce to show how difficult it 
had been to Induce tho government to 
Tealizo the full extent of their responsi- 
bility, lie made a strong point against 
tho government, uriHing out of Sir \\ il 
frid l.,aurier'.s admission that the govern- 
ment had only acted wdien they Tcalized 
the force of public opinion, isir Ilichard 
Cartwright, who admits now that he is 
a little more than an onlooker of public 
affairs, made no attempt to reply to the 
sweejiing arraignment 'of the government 
by Mr. Foster. 

THE SOLDIERS' PAY. 
The entire question of the contingent 
will come up again on the bill whidi the 
goTcrnmout is to introduce authorizing 
the equipment and the payment of the 
men The opposition has been insistent 
upon Cf Hilda paying the entire expense 
of her fori-es in the field, but the argu- 
ment which the government put forward 
was that the home authorities had re- 
nuested that there should be no difference 
in the fitatus of the British and Colonial 
forces at the front.

Membi'rs on biUh sides were delighted 
to welcome Col. Prior to (Jttawa lUice 
more. Lain session the genial Colonel 
tool; a nnich greater interest in public 
alVairs than any other British Columbia 
niemlier. and this session il is hoped that 
hi-; voice will be heard not iiif reiiueiitly 
in tile discussions of matters aflecting 
nut only the Pacitie province, but the 
Dominion at large. Imnu'diately on bis 
arrival here he saw Dr. Borden with 
lefercnce to the offer of British Columbia 
of !i secniid corps for .service in South Af- 
rica. The delay in securing a dolinite 
answer from the war office has been 
rilrongly coiiuneiited ution, and there are 
those here wiio have not hesitated to say 
that the tip was given by «omebody in 
Ottawa to the war olllci' to ipiieily slielve 
tlio offer. At any rate, ibe reply now 
forwarded from Ottawa is most discour- 
aging, ns it simply places upon the prov- 
ince the entire cost of rairiing, equipping, 
and ii-ansiiorting lo South .Vfrica the pro- 
liosed re.giment from Itritisli (!olunibla. 
It in generally expected that when British 
(.'olunibia had taken such a patriotic 
stand, and had undertaken to defray the 
cost of ('(luippiiig the 1 ..iitiuKC-iit and land- 
ing it at St. .lolin or Halifax, at the very 
least the Doniiiiioa authorities would 
have furnished ocean transportation. Thin 
is nut to be, so that if the in-ovinee decid- 
ed to go ahead, tlie cost, as a result, will 
lie greatly (>nhaiiced. C'ol. Prior has 
moved for all the papers on the subject, 
will initiate a ilisiussioii on the matter as 
soon as th<>y are brought down.
